Security forces try to.

LEBANESE SECURITY forces last 
night entered the embattled southern 
suburbs of Beirut where street 
fighting between right-wing nation- 
alists and pro-Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) militiamen has 
claimed four dead and a score 
wounded in the last 48 hours. 

Reports from Beirut said that 
armoured cars broke into the streets 
of the Shiyah and Ein Rommani 
subarbs to help Jebanese police 
quell the violence.

HOLON. — An exhibition of paint- 
ings smuggled out of the Soviet 
Union will open on Saturday mor- 
ning. The paintings are by the well- 
known Russian Jewish sculptor and 
painter, Gabriel Glickman. 

Until 1968, Glickman had official 
Soviet approval. However, when he 
tried to exhibit a collection of pic- 
tures on such forbidden subjects as 
the labour camps and the Holo- 
canst, the Soviet authorities closed 
his exhibition. 

Since then, GHckman hag been 
unable to exhibit his paintings. But 
they have. been seen, being passed 
from hand to hand, as are: the anti- 
Soviet papers that make their way 
among Russian dissidents. 

Edward Dvorkin and his wife, 
Svetlana, recent immigrants from 
Russia who live in Holon, are 
sponsoring the exhibition, They 
have gathered about 35 of Gilick- 
man's paintinga for the exhibition 
at the Yad Labanim Cultural Cen- 
tre of ἔπε Holon Municipality.

Question: *‘Do you believe that 
a clinician (a doctor who works 
daily-with patients) can perform 
significant research?"'

The 
best solution for medical research 
for a clinician, I believe, is for 
him to work for some time with 
patients, during which he 
becomes interested in a specific 
problem; then he pracra leave 
his patients for one-er,two years 
while he carries out experiments 
in the lab; then return to his 
patients, and‘so on.” 


Cancer Cells 

Dr. Klein concentrated his 
studies on cells (he never prac- 
tised medicine), and this 
gradually over the years led him 
to search for some sign that the 
mouse’s immunological system 
recognizes cancer cells as 
“foreigners.” About 1960, his 
team discovered that the 
mouse's body indeed recogniz- 
ed certain chemically and virus- 
induced tumours as “foreign.” 

The next step was to learn if 
the mouse's body also fought 
these cancer cells. The body did 
fight them, and even won out 
against certain types of tumours, 
but lost out against certain other 
types. Morever, it was possible 
by using chemotherapy and X- 
rays greatly to reduce the 
number of stubborn cancer cells. 
Experiments were performed 
aimed at stepping up the 


. Mouse's immune system to fight 


(and eliminate) the remaining 
cancer cells. (It is often impossi- 
ble to knock out all the cancer 
cells by chemotherapy and X- 
rays since prolonged treatment 
beyond a certain point damages 
the body). Eventually, it is 
hoped to be able to immunize the 
body against cancers caused by 
a virus. 


In 1965, Dr. Klein began 
studying the intriguing problem 
of Burkitt's tymphoma, a 
specific type of cancer of the 
lymphatic cells that occurs par- 
ticularly frequently among 
Africans in a certain region in 
Africa. Two British scientists 
found a virus in the lymphoma 
cells, and gave their name to the 
virus, the ‘Epstein-Barr Virus,"" 
better known as the EBV. The 
peculiar thing about the EBV is 
SL 
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not that it is associated with 
Burkitt's lymphoma (and 
another deadly cancer of the up- 
per part of the postnasal space), 
but that it is present in the bodies 
of the majority of the people in 
the world. Moreover, it also 
causes a disease, 
infectious mononucleosis, which 
does not turn cancerous 
(although at first sight it is very 
similar to leukemia or blood 
cancer), but is a “perfect self- 
* disease. And still more 
peculiar: it is common only in 
the West, and generally among 
youngsters in their late teens, 
and is known as the “‘kissing dis- 
ease,” since it is frequently 
spread by youngstera discover- 
ing the opposite sex. After a few 
weeks of distressing illness, in- 
fectious mononucleosis dis- 
appears, and the human hody is 
immune to it. ᾿ ᾿ 
How is it possible that the 
same EBV is associated with the 
deadly (if not treated) Burkitt's 
lymphoma in ifrica, yet 
causes the harmless (if unplea- 
sant) “‘kissing disease in high 
schools and universities in the 
West?.

recognisable) since they are

IN THE SUPREME COURT 
IN JERUSALEM 
Before the President, .Justice 


Agranat, in Chambers. Rahamim 
Yadid, Appetiant, », State of Israel, 
Respondent (Mise. Appl. 43/75). 


THE PRESIDENT of the Supreme 
- Court allowed an appeal against a 
decision of the Jerusalem Traffic 
Court judge not to disquallty himself 
from hearing an accident case. 

The appellant, Rahamim Yadid, a 
bus-driver, was involved in an acci- 
dent in which the driver of a private 
tar, travelling behind him, was forc- 
ed to veer suddenly to the left in 
order to avoid colliding with his bus 
and hit a lamp-post. 

‘The driver of the car was charged 
with carciess driving in Traffic 
Court, where Judge Dinur, after fin- 
ding his version of the accident more 
probable than that of Yadid (who 
had testified as a witness), held that 
he had not been responsible for the 
accident and acquitted him. The 
driver of the private car had claimed 
that as he was ove. three 
buses lined up at a bus stop, the last 
bus in the line, driven by Yadid, 
suddenly pulled away from the kerb, 
leaving him insufficient time to stop. 

Yadid was later charged In the 
same Traffic Caurt with negligent 
driving and was slated to appear 
before Judge Dinur. Yadid‘s counsel 
asked the judge to disqualify 
himself, but the latter refused to do 
so on the grounds that his acquittal 
of the driver of the private car did 
not perforce demand the conclusion 
that he thought Yadid had been 
responsibie for the accident. 

Yadid appealed against this deci- 
sion to the President of the Supreme 
Court, his counsel arguing that 
Judge Dinur's findings in the 
previous case prejudiced his client's 
chances of being acquitted and in- 
voking on the maxim that justice 
should not only be done, but that it 
should manifestly be seen to be done. 

Mr, E. Brick appeared for the 
appellant and Miss Z, Lewitsky. 
Assistant State Attorney, for the 
State. 


JUDGMENT 


The President noted at the outset . 


that the only logical conclusion to be 
drawn from Judge Dinur’s acquittal 
of the driver of the private car was 
that he had rejected the appellant's 
contrary version of the accident. 
He then went on to note further 

that there was no question in the 
case under consideration of any per- 
sonal involvement of Judge Dinur 
which might possibly affect his im- 
partiality and result in an in-- 
terference with the course of justice. 

“ThE ΕΙΣ allegation - against—th 
judge wis) ‘he’ vdritinted, that h 
might.have ἃ preconceived, opinion 
on the case which could affect his 
objectivity, and this allegation rais- 
ed the legal question of what test 
should be applied in deciding 
whether there was in fact any bias on 
the part of the judge or not. 

The President Then went on to 
point out that in England two 
different tests have been applied 
from time to time: that of whether 
there be a reasonable suspicion that 
the tribunal is biased (which is a 
follow-up of the maxim that justice 
must be manifestly be seen to be 
done); and that of whether there be a 
real likelihood of bias. Even though 
the difference between these two 
tests is very fine, he continued, that 
of “a real likelihood’’ will be seen to 
be somewhat narrower than that of 
“‘a reasonable suspicion," and he 
thought that when a judge is alleged 
to be biased, not for personal reasons 
but because of preconceived concep- 
tions, the first of these tests should 
be applied. 

. 1 other words, he held, in a case 
such as the present all the external 
circumstances would have to be ex- 
amined in order to decide whether 
there is a real likelihood that the 
appellant would not get an objective 
hearing, this test being preferable to 
the ‘reasonable suspicion” test 
when the person whose lack of bias is 
being questioned is a judge ap- 
pointed under the Judges Law, 1953, 
and is presumably bound by his oath 
“to dispense justice fairly, not to 
pervert the law and to show no 
favour." . :

THAT PROPER nutrition 
throughout life is one of the most im- 
portant factors in preserving 
physical and mental health is com- 
monly accepted as fact. The effect of 
Proper diet upon the aged is less 
en tonto ak. a d, however, and this 
was the ic of a paper ared 
two Israeli dietary expert in pied 
nection with the 10th International 
Congress of Gerontology being held 
this week in Jerusalem: 

The two gerontologista — Lillian 
Cornfeld, Nutrition Adviser for 
JDC/Malben, and Dr. M. Schadel, 
JDC/Malben’s Chief Geriatrician — 
stress that improper diet can cause 
psychological as well as-physical dis- 
turbances. They also point out that 
overweight is a handicap to move- 
ment, often predisposing one to 
chronic heart disease. Ἢ 

Ms. Cornfeld and Dr. Schadel’ 
observe that ag age increases caloric 
needs decrease because of reduced 
activity. but warn that in reducing 


* calories “more care must be given to 


essential nutrients, which remain 
the same as for younger persons."" 
‘They recommend eating a variety of 
foods to provide the many nutrients 
needed to prevent vitamin deficien- 
cy. “The aged should eat smaller 
meals more often; three main meals 
and three supplementary ones," 

“It is also pointed out that the aged 
do not require special foods or 
supplements if the supply of basic in- 
gredients is of the right quantity and 
quality: protein, vitamins (tespecial- 
ly Aand C), and mincrals (most par- 
ticularly [ron and caleiumi. . 
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continued the President, that in 
reaching the above conclusion he 
was not in any way derogating from 
the principle that justice must 
manifestly be seen to be done. But it 
should be understood that this princi- 
ple is only important in that it pin- 
points the necessity of preserving 
the faith of litigants and the public in 
the integrity of the judicia) process, 
and that its continued citation in 
cases to which it is not appilcable 
may create the impression that it is 
more important that justice should 
appear to be done than that it should 
in fact be done — which is obviously 
erroneous. 

The President then went on to dis- 
cuss the facts and circumstances of 
the case under consideration in 
order to decide whether they gave 
vise to a τοδὶ likelihood that Judge 
Dinur might be biased and came to 
the conclusion that the reply was in 
the affirmative. In reaching this con- 
clusion, he stressed, he had not been 
unaware of the fact that in general 
one would give great weight to the 
opinion of a judge who sees no fit 
cause for disqualifying himself. But 
in the present case it was not the 
honest opinion of the judge himself 
which was decisive but the fact that 
he might have an operative pre- 
judice, whether conscious or un- 
conscious, due to his previous deci- 
sion in the case against the car- 
driver, and the circumstances were 
such as to make such a likelihood 
very probable and real.

ZEAL 


proved Ensemble’s potential EXHAUSTED 


THE CHAMBER ENSEMBLE is 
very much in the news these days, 
but regrettably, not for musical 
reasons. Yet while going though 
what seems to be its worst crisis 
ever, it surprisingly offered a 
wonderful evening of rnusic recently 
(Tel Aviv, Belt Hahayal, June 16), 

Bertini conducted two works: 

Lutoslawski: Preludes and Fugue 

’ for 13 solo strings and Mozart's Re- 
quiem. The concert, which was a 
great success, seemed also proof of 
the Ensembie's potential and a 
reminder that it fulfils an indispen- 
sable function in our musical life. 

Lutoslawski was one of the 
founders of the so-called post-war 
Warsaw school, which, 50 to speak, 
put Poland on the musica) map. The 
great interest in Lutoslawski's 
_music lies in the unique combination 
of old and new. On the one hand 
Lutoslawski is deeply involved with 
contemporary devices: new sounds, 
aleatorics and a-themati¢ textures; 
on the other hand, he delights in 
almost romantic melody and har- 
mony. The two elements combine, 
alternate and oppose each other in 
the Preludes. Performing with great 
conviction, Bertini gave them a 
splendid realisation while the 
players themselves excelled in their 
aleatoric sections. 

No less impressive was the Re- 
quiem. It was a characteristic Ber- 
tini performance — lively in pace. 
slightly tense, rich in voluminous 


Ostrovsky 


THE REAPPEARANCE of Avi 
Ostrovsky on the Haifa stage — he 
was conductor of the Haifa 
Orchestra from 1968 until 1972 — was 
a triumph both for him and the 
orchestra. ‘Auditorium, June 7.) 
The expressive accents in each 
phrase of Mozart's Divertimento in 
D major, ΕΞ. 251, were marvellousiy 
executed by the instruments, and the 
conductor's sincere veneration of the 
work was sympathetically conveyed 
by all participants. The small details 
which come naturally to this gifted 
musician were as convincing in 


sonorities, with the dramatic poten- 
tial fully exploited. The Kyrie was 
very powerful, the Dies Irae quick, 
the Rex Tremendge furiously 
dramatic, the Sanctus grave and 
weighty. But the last movements 
offered little in interpretative varia- 
tion, and here and there lacked the 
necessary. softness. The overall im- 
pression, however, was powerful and 
stimulating, with Bertini in full con- 
trol throughout the performance, 

Stella Richmond's strikingly noble 
soprano was a delight and each of 
her phrases emerged immensely 
rewarding. However, & little more 
restraint in volume could only have 
had a favourable effect on the 
ensemble’s singing. Tenor Robert 
Gerber was otcasionally slightly off 
pitch, but his fine timbre was a com- 
pensation. Michael Schopper. our 
guest baritone from Germany, sung 
with great dignity. Alto Mira Zekai 
was a special treat. Her voice sound- 
ed greatly enriched and she obvious- 
ly is now fully capable of allotting it 
ail the necessary colour and expres- 
sion. 

The National Choir, ‘‘Rinat"' 
Idirector Avner Itai}, fully shared 
the suecess. A few passages still 
needed more idiomatic flexibility 
and a more distinguished sound 
quality, but on the whole the perfor- 
mance was very satisfactory and a 
great improvement in the choir's 


standing.

ONE-SIDED is the word for James 
DePreist's second I.P.0. 
programme (subscription concert 
No.11, Tel Aviv, Mann Auditorium, 
June 19). If we musi have the roman- 
tic Liszt piano concerto No.1, why 
must we also have Rachmaninov's 
super-romantic Second Symphony? 
And the opening number, Bartok's 
“Deux Portraits," the first of which 
sounds almost like an early 
Schéenherg, provided no real con- 
trast to the rest. 

Performances themselves varied. 
Whereas the “‘Portraits” were given 
an unusually delicate and tasteful 
reading, to which concertmaster 
Chaim Taub contributed an inspired 
violin solo, the Liszt concerto, with 
Horatio Gutierrez at the keyboard, 
missed the point. Not that one could 
say anything derogatory about 
Gutierrez’ pianistic achievement. To 
the contrary, but in his romantic ar- 
dour he blew the concerto out of 
proportion, overwhelming us with 
huge rubati, bombastic passages 
and empty pathos. 

After the concerto, in which 
romantic zeal was exhausted to the 
end, a less subjective, less emotional 
work than Rachmeninov's ‘Second"’ 
would have been the proper choice. 
But as it apparently had to be the 
Rachmaninov, DePreist did all in his 
power to present it in as dignified a 
manner as possible. It was evident 
from the performance that De Preist 
loves the piece and put his heart and 
soul into it. He also inspired the 
musicians. But most important, not 
once did he exploit the endless se- 
quences, climaxes and emotional 
outbursts — in short all the cheap 
gimmicks Rachmaninov inherited 
from Tchaikovsky — to make the 
musi¢e more “effective. 

For this tasteful attitude. DePreist 
deserves unqualified praise. _

Night falls and the patrols set 
out, moving into enemy territory 
to seek out and strike the reptiles 
in their nests before they have a 
chance to slip across the border. 
Night melts into day and the ac- 
cumulated fatigue grows. The 
responsibility and the weariness 
weigh heavily on them. They 
know well what is taking place 
on the home front, but for them 
in their planet the gnawing away 
at the national dream is as 
irrelevant as it is incomprehen- 
sible. They do their task without 
seeking compensation — or even 
recognition.

TOON .DID NOT exactly win ἢ 
over the hearts of Israeli of- 


ficials and pro-Israel sup- 
porters in. America during his 
confirmation hearings before 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. He complained 
about the pro-Israel letter sent to 
the President by 76 Senators and 
he disagreed with U.N. Am- 
basgador Daniel P. Moynihan 
who said that the United States 


should now publicly announce . 


that it will withdraw from the 
U.N. General Assembly and 
freeze its appropriations for that 
body if Israel is expelled during 
the coming session. 

Regarding the Senators’ 
letter, Toon said that it was an 
unwise action coming as it did 
only days before President 
Ford's meeting with Egyptian 
President Sadat in Salzburg. 

On Tuesday, he sought to ex- 
plain why he disagrees with 
Moynihan. He charged that 
Moynihan’s tactics would 
probably lead to the exact result 
that both he and Moynihan op- 
posed — Israel's ouster from the 
Assembly. 

Having served as Ambassador 
to Yugoslavia, Toon said he was 
aware of the thinking of the non- 
aligned bloc. If they are 
threatened by Washington, they 
will adopt the anti-U.S. position 
out of spite. ; :
